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1. Agriculture in East Germany has suffered considerably as a result of the 
spring frost. The fruit crop, including the apple crop was frozen. There 
are no early fruit, early vegetables or early potatoes. The winter barley 
was also damaged as a result of frost. It will have to be used for fodder.

2, The Parmers have no seed left for new cultivation to replace their loss. 
The summer barley yield promiges to be very low. This extensive frost damage 
extends almost to Berlin.
